Some of the good things growing out of 
present difficulties were summarized the 
other day by one of the National Council 
Field Department secretaries who is in 
touch with many different kinds of com- 
munities over the country. He finds plen- 
tiful evidence that in many cases clergv 

and people fall back on reserves they hard- 
ly knew they had of Christian fortitude; 
their moral perceptions and sympathies are 
sharpened ; their sense of human fellow- 
ship is heightened ; they reach and main- 
tain new standards of high-mindedness. 

A social service secretary says that the 1 
whole situation means, in many places, i 
finer pastoral care, with deeper understand-! 
ing and sympathy on the part of the parish j 
priest, who finds new opportunities for 
knowing his people better; a wider and wis- 
er use of parish house equipment to sustain 
morale and to carry on character-building 
activities ; and a new opportunity to learn 
community service and to strengthen good 
community agencies.

One of the Church’s general missionaries 
to the deaf, the Rev. Robert C. Fletcher of 
Birmingham, Alabama, on a rcent visit to 
four towns in Texas, found 374 deaf people. 
His four services were attended by 120, he 
made over twenty pastorial calls, and found 
sixteen probable candidates for confirma- 
tion.

In the City hall in Osaka, Japan, there 
was a gathering of all Christians, and those 
who had been Christians for more than for- 
ty years were asked to stand; there were 
sixty-seven. Sixteen had been Christian 
for fifty years or more. One of our Church- 
men was baptized fifty-six years ago. Bish- 
op Naide, the Bishop of Osake, was baptiz- 
ed forty-five years ago.

Is anything, so lost as a foot-note when 
one cannot remember what book contained 
it.

There was Samuel, 
ordained in 1730, rector of St. George’s, 
Hempstead, N. Y., followed by his son, 
Samuel, our first bishop, whose son Charles 
was rector of Caroline Church, Setauket, 
N. Y., whose son Samuel was a rector in 
New York, whose son William was profes- 
sor at Genral Theological Seminary, and 
his son is the present Judge Seabury. 


The Young People’s Fellowship in the 
new mountain mission at Smoke Hole, 
West Virginia, composed a little mission- 
ary litany all their own, without assistance 
or supervision.
